the statute. After some argument it 
•was agreed to continuethe mutter until 
next Monday, at which time tlie parties 
to tbe suit were ordered r,o be in court.

Church 
charges'that John Hunry -ised the 
following language to bar: " i"ou can't 
down me. 1 have put my sou onto 
you. 
All I have got to do is t J tell him 


to shoot and he will shoot anvbodyl 
tell him to. He knows I will pay for 
it. I have got more money than you 
think I have. I will bring 1 im down 
here and we will see who will run this 
house." 
However, the couple continued to 


live together, and on October 17ih 
they paid a visit to the town (.£ Castro- 
vilie. It was on this occasion ,the wife 
alleges, that Church got drunk at the 
liotel. He swore at her and (iernanded 
her diamonds. In order ti. avoid a 
scene she gave them to .iim. and 
he 
left 
the 
hotel.

then discovered that she was alone ut 
the hotel, find had to borrow :noney in 
cider to wet 
home. 'She '.returned 
to the famUv residence, but i( was five 
days thereafter before Chur;h put in 
an appearance. It was about this time

a trip East, a-id 
on tbeir 
visit 
they stopped at T.ew York. Une after 
noon they were walking dov.'n Broad- 
way when Mrs. Church sayn her hus- 
band tecame insulting and disgraced 
he* on the street bv using vile aud ob- 
scene language to"her. It was at thU 
time that he informed her: "1 ou art 
near your respectable relatives and you 
can go with them." 
The wife makes a very serious charge 
when she alleges that in November Isst 
lier husband hired a man to induce hei 
to use liquor to excess so that sht 
would become insensible, and while ir 
his condition the hired man was to gc 
bt& her room, and at a time appointed 
'between them the husband an a witness 
would rash into the room, an-1 Church 
•would then have the evidence whereby

One night when she was 
scarcely able to stand she charges that 
she was forcibly taken from her bed at 
10 o'clock at night on a warrant sworn 
out by her husband, and lucked up

in poor health but he neglected to 
properlv provide for her while she was 
in the tail, and did nothing for her to 
assist fier out of her i'lneas.

Tlio Kemnrkable Hunt Whlcii Speaker

Tlie wild turkey shooting season is 


at hand, and all reports from Terry. 
Juniata, Mitllin, and other counties 
in Pennsylvania where these big 
trame birds still are abundant arc to 
the efi'ect that turkeys have uot been 
more plentiful for years. They are 
at this season of the year so fat 
from 
feeding 
on 
acorns 
and 


early 
fall 
mast 
of _ various 


kinds that they become exhausted 
after even short flights, and frequently 
are compelled to alight in places 
most unfortunate for them. Iu flying 
across the Juniata river the other 
day, near Bailey's station, out o£ a 
flock of half a dozen turkeys five 
were only able to reach the Perry 
county b'ank and one of the flock 
plumped into the river several feet 
from shore. Tiiis one was a fit young 
gobbler, and he floated down the 
river several rods before he was 
able 
to 
get 
a 
landing. 
The 


i!oek, which came from the Dauphin 
co.'.nty hills, was seen by a man who 
•was bass fishiniipu the ,'l'uanita river, 
an eighth of a mile distant. He hur- 
riedly rowed ashore anil went for his 
gun,"his house being a quarter of a 
mile from the river. Before he could 
get back, however, the fat turkeys 
had rested and pot their wind back, 
and tlie man with the gun iiad to 
satisfy.himself by watching the nock 
as it. disappeared in the wooJs on the 
Terry county hills. 


Colonel James A. Sweeney, late of 


0 e Pennsylvania Legislature, anil 
the Hon. Henry K. Boyer, speaker 
of tbe last House of Representatives, 
are enthusiastic wild turkey hunters. 
During one of thsir hunts they were 
riding on the cars near the famous 
Fish house, on the Juniata, in Ferry 
county. Tiie train was

county. 
s~ome of them were able lo 


get as" fav as the near foothills, but 
oni; was so nearly tired ui.it when it 
reached the railroad that a brakeman 
reached up, caught it by the leg, and 
bagged it. Speaker Boyer and Colonel 
Sweeney heard ol' the capture, and at 
onc.e entered into negotiations for the 
purchase of the bird, which was a 
ten pound gobbler. The negotiations 
were successful, and at tlie next sta- 
tion the gallant hunters telegraphed 
back to Harrisburg that they had 
shot a fat turkey and that there 
would be a feast at Jim Russ's when 
they get back.

Then they telegraphed back that they 
had shot a coon and there would 
be two feasts at Jim Kuss's when 
they got back.

then they came back to Harrisburg.
